Emissaries of Industry, Rather 
Than Missionaries Wanted, 
He Tells 5,000. 


PSYCHOLOGIST WEARS 
ORANGE ROBE OF “BLISS” 


East Develops Brain, While 
West Emphasizes Material 
Things, Audience Told. 


This country best can benefit India 
by sending “missionaries of industry” 
rather than religious missionaries, 
Swami Yogananda, Indian psychologist 
and metaphysician, declared‘ last night 
in the first of a series of lectures at the 
Washington auditorium. 

The Swami made it plain that of the 
“East and West” it is the East that sur- 
passes in spiritual thought and the 
West that surpasses in material ac- 
complishment, The two could benefit 
each other, he declares, by mutually 
supplying their own peculiar excel- 
lences, He said: 

“Send to India the contributions of 
your Edisons and your Fords, but until 
the Pope and the bishop of Canterbury 
can exchange pulpits keep your re- 
ligious missionaries at home.” 

The swami was impressive in™ his 
orange robe and long hair. The orange 
robe is significant of the “‘biiss,””’ which. 
he described as the natural quality of 
the soul. It is a combination of red, 
significant of power, and of yellow, sig- 
nificant of peace. 


5,000 Hear Lecture. 


Approximately 5,000 persons crowded 
the auditorium to hear his initial lec- 
ture, “Everlasting Youth,” in which he 
emphasized the proposition of a me- 
dium between the material, or power, 


and the spiritual, or peace. 

Both the East and West, he said,’ 
make an effort to emphasize their: 
points of difference, in which there is 
@ mutual lack of understanding. He 
declared that in India before coming 
to this country he had heard stories of 
America as ridiculous as those we hear 
in this country of India. 

He represented himself as a ‘teacher 
of India,”.as a man bringing India’s 
message to‘the West, a spiritual mes- 
sage, which ‘he emphasized is more 
properly India’s massage to the West 
than any spiritual message the West 
might bring to India. Several times 
he quoted scripture, explaining a say- 
ing which he declared the West is un- 
able to interpret. 

India, he declared, has organized the 
brain, disciplined it, taught it control, 
while the men of the Occident have 
organized the outward, material world. 
India’s propensity, he said, has brought 
physical laziness, and the particular 
trend of Western éndeavor has brought 
spiritual blindness. 


Control Own Lives. 


The East, he explained, has developed 
“psychological devices” by which the 
individual may better control his own 
life, and attain the objective of bliss, 
which he deseribed as the natural 
state. The. .mind, he asserted, usually 
has three states, that of joy, sorrow and 
indifference. , 

The latter breeds dullness. However, 
he explained, “bliss” properly means a 
continually recurrent joy that never 
dies. This is attained, he said, by the 
“psychological devices.” He declared 
that the body may be developed in such 
a way that it will grow “fatigueless,”’ 
and that, in a final stage, the soul may 
detach itself from the body. 

He deciared the miracle of Christ's 
fising from the dead is entirely natural, 
according to this explanation. Christ, 
he said, had learned the secret of de- 
materializging the body, thus passing 
into another state, a spiritual state, and 
he compared this to a candle passing 
into flame. ' 

He explained that the material world 
is forever changing, and asked the 
audience if any of them could name 
anything pertaining to the human body 
that did not change. Several answered, 
one suggesting “heart,” but he replied 
that the heart changed as did the face, 
another “soul,” but he asked “What is 
soul?” There was no answer. He then 
explained that there is only one thing 
about the human body that does not 
change, the “ego.” The Swami has 
established several “Yoyoda” centers in 
this country, and this sect embodies his 
teaching. 


CAPITAL DIVINE OPENS 
CRUSADE OF BISHOPS 


Rt. Rev. James E. Freeman 
Launches Drive With Ser- 


mon in New York. 


New York, Jan. 9 (By A. P.).—The 
nation-wide crusade of the bishops of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, in- 
tended to quicken the Christians’ feel- 
ings toward religion, was launched here 
today by Bishop James E. Freeman, of 
Washington. 

Too many organizations and mechan- 
isms, especially in the city parishes, 
embarrass the church today, Bishop 
Freeman said in speaking at the 
Cathedral of St. John the Divine. The 
question confronting the church is con- 
cerned, he said, chiefly with the 
economy and efficiency of its ministry. 

“If we have piped to the people and 
they have not danced, we have piped 
the wrong strain,” he continued.

He asserted the issue is whether 
or not the Mexican law is retroactive.

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THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 


senator Borah can find no action or utter- 
ance by any American President or Secretary 
of State to support his statement that the 
Monroe doctrine is not involved in the present 
situation in. Niearagua. He stands alone in 
that contention. Against him is arrayed the 
long line of American authorities who have 
defined, developed and executed the policy of 
self-defense that is described as the Monroe 
doctrine. 

The Monroe doctrine is not merely a declara- 
tion that the United States is opposed to the 
Oppression of the independent governments of 
this hemisphere by the powers of Europe. It 
is, as Secretary Hughes properly described it, 
“‘a policy of self-defense.’’ It is not a policy 
of aggression, but is essentially and solely a 
policy which, adapted to any condition that 


May arise, operates for the protection of the 


peace and security of the United States. Mr. 
Hughes, while Secretary of State, in his fa- 
mous “Observations on the Monroe Doctrine,” 
quoted Elihu Root as follows: 

The Monroe doctrine rests upon the 
right of every sovereign state to protect 
itself by preventing a condition of affairs 
in which {t will be too late to protect 
itself. 

“That right,”’ added Mr. Hughes, ‘‘we recog- 
nize in our sister republics of this hemisphere 
as we claim it for ourselves.’ 

It is only when the safety of the 
States is menaced that the Monroe doctrine 
is involved. The doctrine is always involved 
when the independence of a sister republic 
is menaced, from whatever source. The 
threat may come from another republic, and 
not from overseas, as is the case now in 
Nicaragua, which is under attack “by- Mexico. 
On that point Mr. Borah might ponder with 
profit what President Roosevelt said: 

It is in no wise intended as hostile to 
any nation in the Old World. Still less 
is it intended to give cover to any aggres- 
sion by any New World power at the ex- 
pense of any other. 
secretary Hughes alluded to the necessity 

of applying the Monros doctrine—the policy 
of self-defense—-to conditions arising from the 


United 


building of the Panama canal and the possible 


construction of a canal through Nicaragua: 

We have grown rich and powerful. but 
we have not outgrown the necessity, in 
justice to ourselves and without injustice 
to others, of safeguarding our future peace 
and security. By building the Panama 
canal we have not only established a new 
and convenient highway of commerce but 
we have created new exigencies and new 
conditions of strategy and defense. ‘It is 
for us to protect that highway. It. may 
also be necessary for us’ at some time to 
build another canal between the Atlantic 
and the Pacific oceans and to protect that. 

l believe that the sentiment of the Amer- 

ican people is practically unanimous that 

in the interest of our national safety we 
could not vield to any foreign power the 
control of the Panama canal, or the ap- 
proaches to it, or the obtaining of any 
position which would interfere with our 
right of protection or would menace the 
freedom of our communications. So far 
as the region of the Caribbean sea is con- 
cerned, it may be said that if we had no 

Monroe doctrine we should have to create 

one. 

President Coolidge and Secretary Kellogg 
have guardedly, but unmistakably, made 
known the fact that Mexican aggression men- 
ances the independence of an American re- 
public and endangers the approaches to the 
Panama canal. They know the facts. They 
are acting accordingly, by “preventing a state 
of affairs in which it will be too late for the 
United States to protect itself.’’ This action, 
as former Secretary Root says, is the very 
base upon which the Monroe doctrine rests. 

The exercise of the right of self-defense by 
President Coolidge is in no sense an attenipt 
to establish a protectorate over Nicaragua. 
It is not an invasion of any of the rights of 
Nicaragua or of Mexico. It is purely an act 
of self-defense on the part of the United States 
government. When 
peace and security of the United States disap- 
pears, the application of the Monroe doctrine 
disappears with it. So long as the danger 
threatens, the Monroe doctrine stands in the 
way, defending the United States.

FIGHTING FOR LARGE STAKES. 


The internal’ revenue bureau has entered a 
suit against certain holders of large blocks of 
Ford Motor Co. stock for additional internal 
revenue taxes claimed to have due but 
not collegted. The amount involved is ap- 
proximately $35,000,000, and nine individuals 
or estates of individuals are named as de- 
fendants. It has been agreed that a test case, 
before a section of the board of tax appeals in 
Detroit, will be made against the estate of the 
late John F. Dodge, one of the defendants. and 
that the testimony in that case will be accepted 
in all other cases. 

The case for the 
ducted Solicitor Gregg. of the revenue 
bureau, and Adjuster Matson, and the do- 
fendants will be represented by John W. Davis 
and Charles kL. Hughes. 

The case promises to attraci unusual atten- 
tion, not only because of the large sum in- 
volved, but because of the importance of the 
taxing principles and construction of the rev- 
enue laws that are at stake. 

The main questions invoived 
the bureau of internal revenue has the same 
right to reopen cases which were closed as Ii 
had in instances when taxes were assessed 
and paid; whether the value of the Ford stock 
made in March, 1913, the date fixed by law 
for calculating values upon which profits might 
be computed, was a correct and equitable 
value. Former Commissioner Roper fixed this 
value at $9,400 per share. 

The government contends thai this valuation 
of the stock was too low. It is asking for 
taxes on the difference between that value and 
the real value because of the increase in 
profits arising out of the sale of the stock. 

The defendants claim that the government 
can not go back of its own decision, and that 
the value made in 1913 was fair, . The case 
probably will go to the higher and perhaps to 
the Supreme Court before final disposition. The 
story of Mr. Ford, if he is a witness, will make 
interesting reading.

representing one of three forms of this 
genus which the National museum had 
not heretofore possessed, has been re- 
ceived at the museum from the Tring 
museum in England. Dr. Alexander 
Wetmore, assistant secretary of the 
Smithsonian institution, announced 
yesterday.
